Oil Magnate Does Not 
Take Stand; Counsel 
Says Everhart Has Told 
Entire Story. 


Washington, April 19.—(?)—The 
taking of testimony in the conspiracy 
trial of Harry F. Sinclair was con- 
cluded today after the defense sudden- 
ly rested its case after placing on the 
stand character witnesses who said 
that the vil man’s reputation ‘or hon- 
esty and fait dealing was good. 

The action was most surprisinz to 
the government prosecutors, who had 
expected that the long deposition tak- 
en by Sinclair's counsel from Albert 
B. Fall, former secretary of the in- 
terior, would be introduced and that 
Sinclair might testify in Lis own de- 
fense. The deposition was not pro- 
duced, defense counsel said, because 
evidence which it had been expected 
the government would introduce was 
not offered. 

Arguments Today. 

Closing arguments will Le made to- 
morrow, with the prospect that the 
case will reach the jury by noon Sat- 
urday. 

Defense counsel announced that Sin- 
clair was not placed on the stand 
because M. T. Everhart, of Pueblo, 
‘ Colo., son-in-law of Fall, had told the 
story of the Liberty bond transactious 


between the two principals as the oil 
man himself would have told it. 


Everhart’s Testimony. 


Everhart, as a government witness, 
had admitted receiving from Sinclair 
for Fall $233,500 in bonds and $335.- 
000 in cash which he contended was 
in payment for a third interest in 
Fall’s ranch holdings. ‘Phe govern- 
ment has maintained that the sums 
constituted a bribe to Fall in return 
for the Teapot Dome lease. _  W. 
Ragland, of Sinclair’s counse), filed 
before Justice Jennings Bailey some 
time ago an affidavit -etting forth 
that Fall would tell the same story 
of the receipt of the bonds if. allowed 
to testify. 

Rebuttal Offered. 

“As soon as the defense counsel had 
concluded, Owen J. Roberts, special

AS WAVE UPSETS

Savannah, Tenn., April 19.—(A»— 
Seven employees of the Kershaw Con- 
tracting company, of Birmingham, 
Ala. including B. M. Sloap, superin-

at 6 p. m. today when a small motor 
boat in which they had set out across 
the river was submerged by waves.

Several Conferences De- 
velop Amendments To 
Be Offered Today Be- 
fore Final Vote. 


Washington, April 19.—(4)—Presi- 
dent Coolidge late today took under 
advisement the proposed revision of 
the senate $325,000,000 flood controi 
bill which had been drafted after a 
series of conferences between house re 
publican leaders and flood control pro 
ponents in an effort to meet the chief 
executive’s objects to the bill. 

Meanwhile on the house floor the 
measure was brought to the verge of 
the amendment stage with only 20 
minutes of the lengthy debate program 
remaining before the amendments are 
considered. The house leaders hope to 
proceed through the amending of the 
measure by tomorrow and reach @ 
final vote on Saturday. 

Mr. Coolidge was presented the pro- 
posed revisions at a conference at the 
white house by Representative Tilson, 


of Connecticut, the republican floor 


leader, Chairman Madden, of the ap- 
propriations committee, and Chair- 
man Snell, of the rules committee. 
Major General Edgar Jadwin, chief 
of army engineers, also attended the 
white house meeting. 

The proposed changes vf the bill, 
outlined by Mr. Tilson, include the 
placing of the cost of the rights of 
way of levees on the main Mississip- 
pi river upon the states instead of the 
federal government and the diminish- 
ing of the proposed planning board 
of the flood project from five mem- 
bers to three members, the chief of 
engineers, president of the Mississip- 
i river commission and one civilian. 
The bill in its present form would 
have the federal government pay for 
the entire work. 

That the president “took the mat 
ter under advisement’? was the only 
statement Mr.: Tilson aud the other 
house leaders made on leaving the 
white house. They would not say 
when the president would make known 
his decision. 

Many Agree to Changes. 

Mr. Tilson, however, did disclose 
that the proposed changes of the meas- 
ure had been agreed to hy several Mis- 
sissippi valley senators and represent: 
atives and were acceptable to Chair- 
man Reid, of the house flood control 
committee, who is piloting ghe bill 
through the house. Reid later te 
elared that “I have not agreed to any 
proposal revisions and have not been 


advised about them.”

FOR SEVEN DAYS 


Death Toll Is Unknown 
as Check Regarded Fu- 
tile Until all of Jarring 
Completed. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, April 19.—()—A 
population mumb with despair and 
fear was pictured tonight in reports 
from the Philippipolis district, visited 
last night by the second shattering 
earthquake within a Week. Almost 
100,000 persons are shelterless and 
more than two-scor2 are known to 
have lost their lives. 

Their homes are in ruins, their pos- 
sessions gone, their highways broken. 
Bridges have been destroyed and rail- 
way tracks twisted awry on rights of 
way that have sunk six feet in spots. 

The changed face of nature shows 
whole hills moved and their contours 
altered. In places underground reser- 
voirs have broken through and are 
spouting water and sand _ like minia- 
ture geysers, 

Dead Are Uncounted. 

The dead are uncounted because of 
the interruptions to communications 
and the disorganization of local gov- 
ernments. But in Philippopolis there 
are more than 20 dead and 60 of the 
more than 100 injured there are in 
serious condition. In five villages near 
that city 27 persons were killed and 
scores injured. Sadavo, seat of a 
school of agriculture and model farms, 
was destroyed. 

Borrisovograd, which suffered se- 
verely in the previous quake, again 
was «devastated. 


In Philippopolis only the higher 
parts of the city are habitable. The 
other sections were crashed into ruin. 


Quakes Are Rapid. 


And the-quakes continue. 

In some sections there have been 
tremors on an average of a half-dozen 
to the hour. Each fresh shock has 
been echoed by falling wall or chim- 
ney or witnessed by fresh cracks in 
the sturdy structures which resisted 
the earlier attacks upon their sta- 
bility. | 

The shocks have been felt regu- 
larly at Tchirpan, center of the heavy 
quake of last Saturday, but the devas- 
tation there has not been increased 
materially. 

People throughout the stricken dis- 
tricts are in a state of deplorable 
destitution. Many have gone insane.

UNION 1S PLANNED 
BY PRESBY TERIANS 


Merger Move Begun Two 
Years Ago To Be Fur- 
thered at Meeting Here 
in May.

New York, April 19.—(4)—The 
trans-Atlantic monoplane Bremen and 
its German-Irish crew will arrive in 
New York Monday or Tuesday if the 
hopes of the expedition’s sponsor are 
realized. 

“Intend by all means coming, by 
Bremen,” Baron Von Huenefeld tele- 
graphed the North German Lloyd of- 
fices here today from Greenely island. 
“Plane, thanks to devoted assistance 
Cuisinier and his company (Canadian 
Trans-Continental Airways), soon 
clear for start. Hope arrive New York 
Monday or Tuesday. Will telegraph 
time start. Intermediate landing 
probable.” 

It was believed the intermediate 
landing would be made at Murray 
Bay, where a new supply of fuel could 
be obtained. 

FITZMAURICE CAME 
OUT TO GET MONEY. 

Lake St. Agnes, Murray Bay, Que., 
April 19.—(4)—Major James _ Fitz- 
maurice teld an Associated Presy cor- 
respondent today that it was decided 
to send him out to civilization from 
Greenely island instead of one of his 
German companions on the ocean 
flight in the Bremen because money 
was the chief need “and they thought 
I, being an Irishman, might be able 
to jolly more out of people.” 

He laughed at his joke and then 
turned serious again, and told the real 
reason why he had been selected to go 
to the outer worid. 
>We did not flip a coin to decide 
it,” he said, commenting on previous 
news dispatches, “my companions 
agreed that it would be better for me 
to come because I alone could speak 
English well. 

Needs for Money. 

“What did we need money for? 
Well, we knew that we would need 
it to pay for the labor to repair the 
Lremen. In addition to that, we need- 
ed money to buy new outfits of cloth- 
ing. We did not have a clean shirt 
between us. And, of course, in addi- 
tion to that we knew we would have 
to spend money in order to secure re- 
pair parts for the plane.” 

Fitzmaurice said he hoped to have 
the necessary repair parts for the 
Bremen shipped down to Greenely ist 
and within 24 hours. 

“Within three days of the arrival 
of the new propeller and other parts,” 
he said, “I expect that the Bremen 
will be ready to take off for New 
York city.” 

Fitzmaurice learned for the first 
time, from the Associated. Press corr>- 
spondent, that the Irish government 
had made him a major. 

“Don’t call me major,” he said after 
the term had been repeated several 
times, “I am only a commandant.” 

“Oh, no, you are not,” the corre- 
spondent told him. “You are a major. 
Didn’t you know that you had been 
promoted ?” 

Koehl Interests. 

Major Fitzmaurice said there was 
no difficulty on the flight because of 
difference of language.

Describing the glory of dawn at 
the: foot of the Matterhorn, with the 
bottom of the 15,000 foot peak in 
darkness, the midway of the mountam 
bathed in a bluish light, and the 
snowy crest aflame with the magnifi- 
cent. colors of the break of day, Dr.

Macon, Ga., April 19.—(4)—Thou- 


sands of peach trees throughout the 
Georgia fruit belt have been killed bv 
the cold: weather of early January. it 
fleveloped today when W. C. Bewley, 
general manager of the Georgia Peach 
Growers’ Exchange. and a committee 
of growers, returned from an inspec: 
tion tour. 

This damage is known to the peach 
growers as “winter kill.” The effect 
of the January cold weather was de- 
scribed by Mr.’ Bewley as being “as- 
tonishing in its extent.’ 

It was recalled that just before the 
extremely cold weather of early Janu- 
ary, there was a prolonged spell of 
unusuably hot weather. Midsummer 
heat records were made, During this 
period the sap in the fruit trees as 
cended. ‘Then the temperature drop: 
ped suddenly to about 7 degrees above 
zero. The sap didn’t have “time to ga 
back to its winter hiding place and 
the damage was done. 

Mr. Bewley said that he found thon- 
sands of thesé trees this week in his 
ttaur which extended to BRrron. Fort 
Vallevr. Marshallville. Monteztma. and 
Sumter country orchards: in Jasper 
and Jones counties and also in the 
orchards north of Macon. 

The committtee found that there 
was no damage from the frost of Mon- 
day night. 

Mr. Bewler was asked if he. could 
make an estimate of the probable size 
of this year’s peach crop and he re- 
plied that such an estimate at this 
time “would be the wildest sort of 
guessing.’

ROAD DIVISION SPENT 
$13,000,000 M1921 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Georgia's highway department spent 
nearly $13,000,000 in 1927, pushing 
construction more rapidly than ever 
before and improving more miles of 
highway, both by hard-surfacing and 
otherwise, than in any previous year, 
State Auditor Sam J. Slate reported 
to Governor Hardman Thursday in 
filing an audit of the department's 
affairs for the year 1927. 

_ The present year should see “prac- 
ticlly the same amount of construec- 
tion as in 1927, with possibly a small 
advance,” the auditor commented, 
adding that “from now on substan- 
tial progress should be made toward 
the completion of a 
system. . . . Now, for. the first time, 
we can look forward to the comple- 
tion of trunk lines of highways 
throughout the state during the year 
1929, these roads to be hard-surfaced.”’ 

Expenditures of the department for 
the vear were placed at $12,705.875.46 
—an inerease of more than $7.000,000 
over 1924, the first year in which the 
state fuel oil tax was available, when 
$5.130.641.11 was spent. 

Of the amount spent in 1927, the 
report showed, the state paid &$6.467.- 
707.25. or 51 per eent. Of the amount 
spent in 1924. by way of contrast. 
Georgia was shown to have furnished 
only $1,978.255.64. or 39 per cent. 

' Enlarged Scope. 

This increase in state contributions, 
the auditor said, has made _ possible 
the enlarging scope of the depart- 
ments work, enabling the board also 
to utilize rapidly the federal allot- 
ments to Georgia, The contributions 
will continue to grow larger because 
of growing returns from the state 
fuel oil tax and the motor vehicle 
tax, which increased from approxi- 
mately $3,400,000 in 1924 to approxi- 
mately $8,500,000 in 1927, the auditor 
declared. 

Total cost of highways and bridges 
built by the department up to De- 
cember 31 was found to be $56,.672,- 
324.73, of which amount the state 
paid $15.523,.920.44: the federal gov- 
ernment $19.485.231.51, and the coun- 
ties $21.523,920.44. 

Principal recommendations made by 
the anditor were that the department 
hereafter record maintenance costs 
by types of construction rather than 
by counties, as at present; that com- 
parative cost figures be compiled on 
different sections of the same type of 
road construction: and that a “mar- 
gin of safety.” or 50 per cent during 
epring and snmmer months and 60 
during autumn and winter months, be 
provided in the letting of contracts 
as hased on ineoming revenue. 

As to the department's bookkeep- 
ing methods. the auditor commented as 
follows: “The books are neatly and 
aceurately kept and vouchers sre on 
hand for all expenditures. The sta- 
tistical division is functioning better 
than at any time heretofore.”

served for a greater world,” he de- 
clared.

Saunders, a mem- 
ber of the traffic committee of city 
council, issued a statement declaring 
that any parking at all in the terri- 
tory covered by the ordinance would 
nullify the entire purpose of the law. 
He said that he stood for rigid, inflex- 
ible and impartial enforcement of the 
enactment of -council, and that he be- 
lieved the entire traffic committee 
would back his stand. ; 

Decision to aHow 10-minute emer- 
gency parking for immediate business 
transactions was reached by Acting 
Mayor Ashley following a conference 
with Harry York, of the police com- 
mittee of council, and C. V. Hohen- 
stein, of the Retail Merchants’ asso- 
ciation. Mr. Hohenstein explained that 
unless emergency parking was allowed, 
that the merchants’ business would be 
greatly injured. 

Chief Beavers instructed the traffic 
men not to make cases for violation 
of the new ordinance until a sufficient 
period has elapsed to allow citizens to 
become familiar with the new rule.

“The 
plane, I understand, is able to make 
the flight to Greenely island in one 
hop and this, I am sure, will make 
possible the earlier arrival of the 
Bremen in New York.” 

The Ford plane, witlg Balchen and 
Bennett aboard, was expected to leave 
Detroit early Friday. Parts needed 
to repair the Bremen were coming to- 
day and those, with 300 gallons of 
gasoline, together with Fitzmaurice

HIGH YIELDS TO THE ACRE. 


The question of putting surplus 
acres properly to work is one that 
seriously and absorbingly confronts 
every farmer at this season of the 
year. 

Along this line Dr. Milton P. Jar- 
nagin, of the Georgia State College 
of Agriculture, has written an inter- 
esting article in the spring number 
of the Agricultural Bulletin, pub- 
lished by the Atlanta & West Point 
and allied railroads. ° 


Introducing his 
Says: 

“High yiexds per acre are essential 
if the farmer expects a reasonable liv- 
ine wage. A limited acreage that 
will keep the total number of bales 
down to the amount the world can 
consume is equally as important. 
What then shall be done with the land 
released from cotton production? Cer- 
tainly these released acres should not 
remain idle. There is now much 
abandoned land that should be put 
on a revenue producing basis. A part 
of it should be devuted to our for- 
estry. Much of. this land has great 
possibilities for live stock farming?” 


The Constitution has stressed forg 
years—particularly since the early 
infestation of the boll weevil—the 
absolute necessity for the cotton 
farmer to cultivate intensively, and 
thereby not only control the pest, 
but increase the acreage yield. 


It has been demonstrated beyond 
challenge that, under existing con- 
ditions, the only method by which 
cotton can be produced profitably, 
éven at 20 cents a lint pound, is to 
grow from 400 to 500 pounds of 
lint to the acre. 

The average in Georgia is ap- 
proximately half this acre produc- 
tion. If every farmer grew the 
“average’’ every farmer would lose 
money on cotton. It is a simple 
pencil and pad proposition. The

Cadman mildly and affectionately to 
account for saying that John Bun- 
yan’s ‘‘terrific vision of sin is for- 
eign to modern apprehension” and 
for declaring that if Bunyan were 
living today he would be deemed “a 
case for psychoanalysis and repres- 
Sion.” 


The Eagle declared that the great 
réeligionist is liable to be misunder- 
stood by those who have forgotten 
just what Bunyan’s “terrific vision 
of sin” was, 


The author of “Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress,” though he accused himself of 
“all transgressions against divine 
law,” was not a drinker and not li- 
centious. His youthful sins were 
these: 


Dancing on the green by daylight. 

Reading with pleasure the metri- 
cal romance, “Bevis of Hampton.” 

Playing tip-cat. 

Ringing the bells of the parish 
church. 
Says the Eagle: 
“Because of these he was ruthlessly 
pursued by all the hobgeblins of Puri- 
tanism, and went almost, if not quite, 
crazy. Tip-cat is the game our own 
children have of balancing a stick. 
striking one end of it with another 
stick and then batting the first stick 
while in the air as far as you can 
make it go. Young Bunyan stopped 
suddenly one day with the bigger stick 
raised and stared at something with 
vacant eyes. He had heard a voice, 
‘Leave your sins and go to heaven 
or keep your sins and go to hell.’ He 
never played tip-cat again. He gave 
up ‘Bevis... He quit dancing. He 
stopped ringing the church bells, but 
loved to go and watch others ringing 
them till he got the notion that this 
was sinful and the steeple would fall 
on him if he did not stay away. He 
said to the puddles between Elstow 
and Bedford, ‘Be ye dry,’ and without 
effect. Then he was sure he was 
damned for having no faith, because 
if he had faith he could perform 
miracles.” 


It was the outward persecution 
of 1660, leading to ten years in 
Bedford jail, that gave Bunyan men- 
tal and spiritual peace. After that 
came the great work, full of sublime 
poetry, offered in the language of 
the people, the value of which the 
whole world has recognized. But 
even mental and spiritual peace did 
not bar pamphlet attacks on the 
Quakers and the Anglicans. Bun- 
yan was an aggressive Puritan to 
the last. 


Bunyan’s times and our are vastly 
different. We are happily free from 
the sin hobgoblins that for years 
made his life so miserable. 

This, however, is all by the way. 
Dr. Cadman is outstanding. He is 
one of the greatest authorities on 
religious subjects in the world. At-

Go to 
the Ants. 


It is known that ants never suffer 
during drought. Dr. Livingstone, who 
studied their ways in Africa, thought 
that they must have discovered a 
method of producing water syntheti- 
eally. A South African scientist, Mr. 
E. N. Marais, seems to have hit upon. 
the real solution. In South Africa, it 
is regularly remarked that, even after 
years of drought, when there is not 
a blade of green grass anywhere in 
the region, the inside of the nest of 
the white ant always is saturated with 
water vapor. Accident has revealed 
the secret. During the digging of a 
well on a farm on the Transvaal, Mr 
Marais came upon a 2 1-2-inch shaft. 


Careful digging proved that the shaft |. 


ran from a _ neighboring ants’ nest 
to a point more than 65 feet below 
the surface of the earth, where water 
was available. Up and down the shaft 
passed an endless procession of white 
ants, conveying water to the minia- 
ture gardens of fungus which form 
their food supply. By marking indi- 
vidual ants, it was ascertained that 
they never stopped work, but went on 
day and night. It took about half an 
hour for each ant to travel down the 
shaft, draw his load of water and 


return to the nest. During night thé 


streams of water-carriers grew thick- 
er. Seemingly toilers employed on oth- 
er work during the day time were 
concentrated on the irrigatign shaft 
at night. The incessant trumpeting of 
the hurrying ants then became clearly 
audible. 


Back to 
the Hills. 


Return to your mountains! is an 
order that the government would like 
to enforce, but it is as difficult to 
persuade the mountaineers to return 
from the cities to the struggle for ex- 
istence on their snowy heights as to 
persuade the British townsman to go 
back to the land. A large proportion 
of the Italian peninsula is mountain- 
ous and the whole northern frontier 
separating Italian soil from France, 
Switzerland and Austria is a wall of 
tall mountains. Therefore, if Italy 
should go to war with a neighbor 
she must fight in the mountains, as 
she did in the last war. The “Alpini,” 
a regiment recruited from moun- 
taineers, then proved the most valua- 
ble corps in her army. It is now pro- 
posed to encourage the Alpine farmer 
by exempting him from all taxes on 
agriculture carried on at an altitude 
of more than 3,000 feet above sea

GROWING UNDERSTANDING 


BETWEEN EURQPEAN NATIONS | 


SEEN.

(Basil Miles was born ia Philadelphia, 
Pa., in 1877. He was graduated from 
the University of Pennsylvania in 1897. 
Miles began his career serving as sec- 
retary to various United States ambas- 
sadors in European countries, thus be- 
coming acquainted with foreign affairs. 
In 1913 he took charge of the foreign 
mail service department of the United 
States postoffice, and later became as- 
sociated with the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Miles was in charge 
of Russian affairs at the United States 
state department during the world war. 
He served also as secretary of the com- 
mittee on national preparedness. He 
has been American administrative com- 
missioner to the International Chamber 
of Commerce since 1922.) 


More powerful forces than those of 
politics have impelled the economic 
“getting together” of the former ene- 
mies in Kurope. 

Too often pdlitical considerations 
have dominated European business 
policies. In this case, natural forces 
have proved more powerful, although 
many writers have tried to screen 
them behind the shadow of a national 
policy. ' 

But Germany and: France have nat- 
ural economic associations—they are 
assoeieted by the fact that each pro- 
duces in large degree what the other 
desires to consume in corresponding 
proportion—the wines, silks and other 
luxury articles of France against the 
varied industrial production of Ger- 
many. 

Critics are beginning to regard this 
growing development as marking an- 
other milestone in the economic isola- 
tion of Great Britain from the conti- 
nent of Europe, Great Britain, turn- 
ing more and more to the consolida- 
tion of the far-flung British empire 
as an ‘conomic unit, as the other 
countries turn more and more to their 
immediate neighbors. 

At the same time, Great Britain 
has not participated as largely as oth- 
ers in the cartelization of Europe, 
and there is a growing tendency to ig- 
nore British collaboration as _ being 
too complicated to obtain. 

The result creates much comment 
on the possible continuation of the 
process until Great Britain drifts into 
another unit—the British empire. 

The first quarter of 1928 showed 
many tendencies at work which prove 
more permanent than others which 
have preceded them for the reason 
that European economic reconstruction 
is no longer an ideal of the vague fu- 
ture but something clearly in sight. 
For lack of a better practical measure 
the stabilization of currencies—the life 
blood of trade—may be applied with 
remarkable results. 

Apprehension. that any important 
country is to have its currency go in 
off the deep end and descend to the 
submarine abysses of the past have 
practically vanished. On the contrary, 
present apprehensions, as in the case 
of France, are that stabilization is go- 
ing more and more in an upward, not 
downward, direction. |

He did not have in his youth the 
same cultural advantages that Cleve- 
land had, the latter having been 
brought up, by his clergyman father 
and his devout mother, in a [Tresby- 
terian manse, But Curtis, born in 
Topeka, Kan., January 29, 1860, is 
of partial Indian descent, and lived 
quite a season in tribal environment. 
But he got a basic education in the 
common schools of Topeka and has 
since materially enlarged his mental 
equipment by patient and practical 
self-culture. 

lt is part of his persona) trad‘tion 
that in his youth he was an cmateur 
jockey on local race courses, but that 
training does not explain the fine skill 
with which he jockeys the ‘egis.ative 
contests of the republican majority im 
the senate of the United Staces. 

That in Curtis which most reminds 
me of Grover Cleweland is the clarity 
of his conscientious convictions and the 
tenacity with which he holds to them 
in fair or foul weather. Among all 
the men in congress who have come 
under my observation in the past half 
century, no one of them has impressed 
me more with the continuous sincer- 
ity and cleanness of public conduct 
than has this dark-hued,: hardy and 
happy humored Kansas senator. 

Away back in the ’80s, when I first 
met him as a. public law officer. in 
his own city and county, I was struck 
by the courage and honesty of his 
official integrity. If the American 
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people are really sincere in wanting 
in the presidential office a man who 
believes whole-souled in law and order, 
and’ who knows how to enlorce them, 
Curtis of Kansas is the man for them. 
He has had the hottest and most dan- 
gerous experiences in that = svrt of 
work that any man in the ,-rominent 
public lie of the day has had. 

Out in “bleeding Kansas’ .fter. ihe 
civil war Curtis grew up and ab- 
sorbed understanding in an acea and 
atmosphere saturated with tie spirit 
of individual independence ahd extra- 
lecat self-determination. Vhen 
eame to manhood and a law license he 
was chosen in his home county to lea! 
with those who “defied the law and 
damned its officers;’’ but it did not 
take this youngster, “part Injun and 
all grit,” long to make the lawless lick 
his hand and surrender ciheir weapons. 

Curtis has been-in public life for 
36 years as prosecuting attorrey, rep 


resentative in congress and Unit « 
States senator, and as the latter hasi 
nearly five years yet to go. 
He is a lawyer, a Methodist and 1°, 
Mason, and is dry, in favor of strong- |! 
ly restricted foreign immigration, nd 
opposed to the League of Nations. 
As a man he lives in the candid light 
of national publicity. As a_ citizen 
who loves justice and righteousness 
he has no peer. As a public servant 
he is the very soul of honor, fidelity 
and unselfishness. As an American 
he samples true-blue and _ mint-fine 
from any angle that one probes him. 
He would make a president as rug- 
ged, a little less bull-hended, .ut as 
hundred per cent honest and faithful, 
patriotic and trustworthy t» poor and 
rich, as was Grover Cleveland, the 
onak-heart of modern Americanism.

Statistics from New York city an¢ 
New York state, Baltimore and othe!

girls from 15 to 20 years ofgge. There 
has been a steady decline in the pfe- 
valence of tuberculosis among the gen- 
eral population in the Jast 35 years, a 
50 per cent decrease. But at -present 
it would seem that this disease is on 
the increase among girls. |

The ma jority of families nowadays 
do not even employ a regular family 
physician, who might give advice about 
the prevention of disease and the care 
of health. If a family here and there 
is still old fashioned enongh to have 
a family physician, they seldom call on 
him until there is real trouble, some- 
thing too serious to be neglected long- 
er. It is a queer streak in human na- 
ture that makes people ‘who have a 
family doctor capable of rendering 
good service in dire emergencies, never- | 
theless send off to a-distant place for 
advice about health and pay the adver- 
tising health stretching corporation | 
two or three times the fee the family 
doctor ‘would exact for the advice. 

Every boy and girl in the ‘teens; 
should have an annual health exami- 
nation. Every girl 13 to 19 years of 
age who seems to be easily tired, fails 
to gain weight, falls behind in school 
work although formerly not like that, 
should -be carefully examined with 
special reference to the question of 
tuberculosis. The family doctor should 
make the examination and advise: 
whatever the individual circumstances 
may indicate. If a doctor is worth 
having for anything at all he is com- | 
petent to render this health service 
to his patients. This is strictly in 
his line, and no incorporated nonentity 
can give you the wisdom and good 
judgment your private physician uses 
in such service. If you want a lot | 
of hooey, pamphelets, uplift letters and | 
so on, write off to the health stretch- 
ing corporations for it. If you want 
sound medical or health advice, con- 
sult your physician. 

When a girl is training for tubher- 
culosis she finds it easy to “reduce;” 
in fact her figure is likely to become 
slender in spite of her. She may at- 
tribute her chronic fatigue to the fact 
that she is out so much nights and 
gets so little sleep. That is partly true, 
but it doesn’t quite explain the increas- 
ing anemia that. she conceals by 
heavier applications of rouge, nor does 
it account for the funny little cough 
she can’t suppress. 

This is idle talk, so far as the girl 
herself is concerned. It will never 
touch her at all. But I hope it may 
arouse a few mothers to the realiza- 
tion of the danger. I appeal to teach- 
ers to bear in mind the adage about 
sound mind and sound body. I urge

Senator W. F. George Protests 
‘Inaccuracies’ in Liberty Article 


Washington, April 19.—(Special.) 
Jeclaring that an article dealing with 
the enforcement of the fourteenth, 
fifteenth and eighteenth amendments 
in the south, appearing in the cur- 
rent issue of Liberty, the national 
weekly magazine, does not accurately 
present his views of the questions 
when it quotes him. United States 
Geor- 
gia, has written the editor of the 
magazine, asking publication of his 
letter of protest. 

Senator George says that the in- 
accurate impression of his views given 
in the artigle, which was written by 
Sidney Sutherland, is due “no doubt, 
to the technical character of the 
question treated in the article and to 


ithe further fact that my conversation 


with the writer occurred on a railway 
train some four months ago and the 
article was not submitted to me for 
correction prior to publication.” 

Regarding the eighteenth amend- 
ment, Senator George gives his posi- 
tion as follows: 

“The two honest possibilities are 
enforcement or repeal of the amend- 
ment. ] stand for its enforcement, 
and go stated, 1 recognized and still 
recognize the legal and moral right 
of any citizen to insist upon the re- 
peal, by constitutional means, of the 
amendment.” 


Senator George’s Letter. 


Senator George’s letter to the edi- 
ior of Liberty follows? 

“The Editor, Liberty, 

‘April 18, 1928. 

“247 Park avenue, New York, N. Y. 

“My dearysir: My attention has 
been called to the article ‘fhe Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth and  Kizhteenth 
Amendments,’ by Mr. Sidney Suther- 
land, appearing in Liberty for the cur- 
rent week. The article quotes me upon 
certain highly technical and contro- 
versial questions and upon these ques- 
tions it dees not accurately and cor- 
rectly represent me. This is due, no 
doubt, to the technical character of 
the question treated in the article, 
and to the further fact that my con- 
versation with the writer occurred on 
a railway train some four months 
ago, and the article was not submit- 
ted to me for correction prior to its 
publication, 

“In the circumstances, I request 
the publication of this letter and ex- 
press the hope that the letter may 
follow the second article by Mr. Suth- 
erland, to appear in Liberty for the 
week ending the 28th instant, accord- 
ing to announcement. ‘ 

‘The writer submitted to me ex- 
tracts from certain court decisions 
and asked for an expression 6f opin- 
ion. I declined te comment upon the 
opinions or extracts therefrom, with 
the statement that I could not un- 
dertake to review any decision with- 
out full opportunity to examine the 
opinion and all of the facts upan 
which was based. I therefore con- 
fined myself to a brief statement of 
the eivil rights of the negro under 
the Georgia law. as follows: Grand 
and traverse juries in Georgia are se-

appointed by the 
judges of the superior courts, else- 
where called circuit courts. The trial 
jury list is selected from the male

Points of contact be- 
tween the races in the south have 
proved in many instances to be points 
of irritation and the state, in the ex- 
ercise of its police power, may valid- 
ly provide for separate schagis and 
separate accommodations in public 
places. 

Exercised Full Powers. 

“The southern states have exer- 
eised their full powers within the 
limitations of the federal constitution 
to protect the civilization of fhe south 
in the interst of both races, the 
whites and blacks aljke. Even if it 
be thought that the spirit of the four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments has 
been véolated, in the opinion of those 
who are not entirely familiar with 
actual conditions in the south, no just 
analogy can be drawn between these 
amendments and the eighteenth amend- 
ment, 

“In dealing with the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments the south Has 
acted on the honest and abiding con- 
viction that it was necessary for her 
so to act in order to preserve her own 
civilization for the welfare and pro- 
tection of every race within her bor- 
ders. Sh@ has responded to what she 
conceived to be the supreme law—the 
law of self-preservation. 

“Nullifieation of the eighteenth 
amendment springs from the desire 
to satisfy the physical appetite. The 
cases do not stand upon the same 
plane. 

“In my interview with the writer 
of the article I therefore stated that 
I had no patience with the conten- 
tion that the south was not in position 
to insist upon enforcement of the eight- 
eenth amendment because it had vio- 
lated the fourteenth and _ fifteenth 
amendments. 

Might Repeal Act. 

“T pointed ouf that the house and 

senate, if a majority could be pro- 
cured, might repeal the enforcement 
act and in that event no penalty 
would attach to any violation of the - 
provisions of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 
“I specifically stated. however, that 
the two honest possibilities were en- 
forcement or repeal of the amendment. 
i stand for its enforcement, and so 
stated. I recognized and still recog- 
nize, the legal and moral right of 
any citizen to insist upon the repeal 
by constitutional means of the amend- 
ment. I am not impatient with the 
effort to repeal the amendment by 
those who believe the repeal to be 
essential to the preservation of our 
federal form of government, and to 
wise and honest settlement of the 
liquor question in the United States. 
The citizen who entertains this con- 
vietion is entitled to agitate for the re- 
peal of the amendment and to exert 
every constitutional means to bring 
about the repeal thereof. 

“Inasmuch as’ my “position was 
not.clearly reflected by the writer of 
the article and particularly since cer- 
tain statements attributed to me seem 
io be inconsistent in themaelves, I ask 
that you give his letter due publicity.

Illinois gang leader, was hanged at 
9:52 a. m. teday for the murder of 
Mayer Joe Adams, of West City. 
‘Birger was pronounced dead feur 
minutes later. Nearly 500 spectators 
were crowded into the stockade, 


Birger pleat fairly well in the early 
sotga heurs and ate a light break- 
fast. ntil a late hour he sat in his 
cell and talked to newspaper reperters 
and other visitors. 

“I've been a feol,” Birger said. “I've 
betn no good. LT’ve played the game 
and lost, but I'll lose like a man. I've 
liked to live and spend money; maybe 
I made it in ways folks eall creoked— 
gambling and. beotlegging and that 
kind of business. 

“I know now that I’ve done a lot of 
things that I shevldn’t. I'm convict 
ed of a erime I didn’t commit, but lve 
committed a let of crimes. Seo 1 guess 
thimgs are even. We got too strong 
against the law and the law broke it 
all wp.”

was one of the last to visit him last 
night. She eame from Portland, Ore. 

with her husband several days -ago. 

Arrangements were made vesterddy 
for caring for the body at an under- 
taking establishment bere.

Erect and nonchalant, almost debo- 
nair, Birger-walked to his death. ‘The 
procession emerged from the jail at 
9:30 a. m. headed by Sheriff James 
Pritchard. 

Birger was accompanied by Rabbi J. 
R. Mazur, of Bast St. Louis, and sev- 
eral deputy shériffs. He moved at an 
eas¥ pace, stopping to shake hands 
with several persons on 
threugh the stoekade to the gallews, a 
distance of 100 feet. 

The condemned man mounted the 
steps. Smiling, he pointed a finger at 
some man in the crowd and waved his 
hand. Phil Hanna, volunteer hang- 
man, who has participated in 52 previ- 
ous exeeutions, stepped up te him 
while the rabbi read a praver. Thev 
sheok hands and conversed fer a few 
seconds, 

Birger nodded and closed his eyes an 
instant. Quickly the blackcap was 
slipped over his head. Hanna ‘step- 
ped up and adjusted the noose. He 
stepped back and the trap was sprung. 

Birger died without confessing his 
guilt other than to admit he wae an 
accessory after the fact in the Adams 
murder. 

On the way to the gallews Rirger 
had stopped to thank the wife of 
Jailer Lovan for the kindness te him:

The Day in Finance 


Wall Street Cheers at An- 
nouncement of Holiday Satur- 
—Clerks Will Get Chance 


To Catch Up on Back Work. 


New York, April 19.—Cheers were 
heard throughout Wall. street today 
around noon when the news tickers 
unexpectedly announced that the gov- 
ernors of the stock exchange had de- 
cided to-close the exehange this com- 
ing Saturday. but with offices of stock 
exchange houses to remain open to 
catch up back work. It was widely 
reported that the Saturday closing 
would be repeated if necessary. 

Opinion in Wall street was unani- 
mous that the governors of the stock 
exchange had acted wisely both for the 
immediate future and for the longer 
look ahead. As a result of the record 
breaking three and four million share 
days of the past six weeks the ma- 
chinery of the stock exchange has been 
ealled upon to carry a load which it 
was not able to handle efficiently, 
hence adding to the physical strain 
of floor members and clerks of stock 
exchange houses. 

Physical Strain. 

The net result has been accumula- 
tion of physical strain and mistakes 
to the point where the situation was 
evidently getting on the nerves of floor 
members, clerks and managers of stock 
exchange houses and customers, creat- 
ing conditions which any day might 
result in a serious market collapse or 
in the big outside public turning its

back on the stock market. 

Many elerks of stock exchange 
ouses received no benefit from the 
Easter holiday aside from the absence 
|} of usual noise and interruptions, con- 
tinui at their desks Good Friday, 
Saturday and Easter Sunday getting 
ready for the reopening Monday. With 


the tape since daily running far behind 


the floor on consecutive 3,000,000 and 
4,000,000 share days, in addition to the 
physical strain of floof members and 
office clerks, execution of orders has 
been very unsatisfactory from the 
viewpoint of the public.

The conviction carries with it a five- 
year prison term which, together with 
the sentences upon the two previous 
convictions, brings Lake to face 385 
years in the state penitentiary. 

The verdict was returned after two 
hours and fifty-six minutes delibera- 
tion.

Retail Merchants Told 


Of New Selling Conditions 


‘How retail merchants may best 
adapt themselves to rapidly-changing 
eonditions in merchandising was dis- 
eussed Thursday night by three prom- 
inent business men of Atlanta at the 
quarterly membership meeting’ of the 
Atlanta Retail Merchants association 
at the chamber of commerce. The 
speakers were Raymond A. Kline, 
vice president and general manager 
of the Davison-Paxon company; Sam 
kK. Levy, member of the firm of tie 
Pryor Tire company, and C. V. Hoh- 
enstein, executive secretary of the 
association. 

Atter Mr. Hohenstein had outlin- 
ed the general changes taking place 
in merchandising during the past’ 20 
years, during which period he said 
that competition had changed from in- 
dividual merchants to rival trade 
lines, Mr. Levy took up the effect 
of the automobile and its resultant 
traffie congestions in Atlanta. 


He told of the heavy losses in busi- 
ness suffered as a result of the con- 
sumer’s dread of braving the traffic 
tangle downtown and of the tremen- 
dous fire hazard caused by tying up 
of traffic in the packed central area. 

Rural People Pour In. 

“The rural population of Georgia 
is now within a few: hours’ ride of 
Atlanta by automobile,” he pointed 
out, “and these are pouring in to 
help the general snarl of traffic down- 
town. In my opinion the choice lies 
with the’ Atlanta merchant ‘whether 
the city shall have sensible parking 
laws rigidly enforced or will suffer 
its merchandising to be décentralized 
and scattered in communities all 
over the city. ‘This latter tendency 
already is in evidence in the form of 
branch stores. 

“The intelligent merchant. of At- 
lanta not only will aid in establish- 
ment and strict maintenance of sane 
and sensible traffic regulations de- 
signed to relieve the downtown con- 
gestion, but he also will help the 
situation by -providing parking space 


for his patrons, thus encouvraging 
them to come to town and trade with 
his house.” 

Mr. Kine handled the subject from 
the standpoint of the consumer, trac- 
ing the evolution of buying from the 
old era of pinching purchase of stern 
necessities. to the present age of pros- 
perity and widespread buying of lux- 


uries. 
“Speed” Is Watchword. 

“Speed is the watchword of this 
day,” he declared. “American work- 
ers are paid more than any others, 
our jiving standards are higher than 
those, of any other land. Three- 
fourths of all we buy today are lux- 
uries as compared to the standards 
of 20 ycars ago. 

“This change in consumer habits 
is due to woman’s influence. She 
no longer is a slave to her home. 
Electrical devices, apartments and 
conveniences of ‘all kinds have re- 
duced her work to a minimum. She 
has ample time to shop; she reads 
newspapers and magazines freely and 
gets ideas for her wardrobe and her 
home. . In movies she visualizes beau- 
ty end coinfort combined. She has 
come to influence the spending of 80 
per cent of our wealth. 

“This emancipation of woman from 
the thralldom of labor has resulted in 
a new psychology of spending. Now- 


adays value is not judged by materials | 


and durability, but by style, beauty 
and general desirability of the article 
involved. The intelligent merchant 
will strive to create new desires pred- 
icated upon this love of beauty and 
artistry. Saturation will never be 
reached so long as styles are kept 
changing.”

FRANKS BOY'S FATHER 


DES I CHCAGD HOTEL

Chicago, April 19.—(#)—Jacob 
Franks, father of Robby Franks, who 
was kidnaped and slain in 1924 by 
‘Nathan Leopold and Richard Loeb, 
died today'at the Drake hotel, where 
the Franks family moved after their 
son was slain. He had been ill for 
many months and doctors attributed 


his illness.in part to grief over the 
death of his son. 

Despite the fact that the Franks 
family had moved from a mansion- 
like home on the south side to the 
hotel to get away from tragic sur- 
roundings of their son’s death, the fa- 
ther never was able to recover from 
his grief and today, surrounded by 
his wife and two other children, Jack 
and Josephine, he gave up the 
struggle. 


Franks, once a Clark street pawn- 
broker, was reputed to be a mil- 
lionaire. 

Bobby Franks, youngest child of the 
Franks family, disappeared in May, 
1924, and demands for ransom were 
made on the father. On the day that 
the father was attempting to deliver 
money to the kidnapers, the boy’s 


mutilated body was found stuffed in 
a culvert on the southwest side. 
A few days later his neighbor's 
Loeb, were identi- 
and ers and 
plea guilty, 
presented evidence of extenuating cir- 
cumstances, including pleas that they 
were insane, and received life sen- 
tences for the murder and 99 years 
for the kidnaping.

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DeMar Wins 
In Marathon; 
Ray Is Third 


Veteran Millrose Runner 
Clips Over 3 Minutes Off 
Long Grind. 


Boston, April 19.—(4)—Clarence 
H. DeMar, the wiry, smiling little 
typesetter and Sunaay school teacher, 


of Melrose, is still the king of Ameri- 
can marathon runners, but there is a 
new crown prince of the realm, Joie 
W. Ray, long time monarch of the 
milers. " 

DeMar, in as brilliant a race as he 
ever has turned in, stepped out over 
his favorite hills and dales today to 
win the classic Boston A. A. marathon 
in record-smashing siyle from the 
greatest distance running field ever as- 
sembled. The heroic figure of this 
astonishing spectacle, however, was 
gallant little Joey, who finished third 
in the first marathon of his career, 
with as gritty an exhibition as any 
foot race has ever known. 

They lifted DeMar on the shoulders 
of cheering admirers as he broke the 
tape, seemingly as fresh as when he 
started, in 2 hours, 37 minutes, 7 4-5 
‘geconds, shattering the course record 
for the full marathon distance of 26 
miles, 385 yards he set last year. 

They roared again when stocky 
Jimmy Henigan, of Boston, came trot- 
ting in second, fully twé-thirds 
mile behind DeMar. but finishing the 
route for the first time in his career 
and bringing one of the brightest sur- 
prises of the year. 

But there was a thunderous ont- 
burst, the greatest ovation of all, for 
Ray, weary, feet bleeding and blis- 
tered, as he forced himself hrough the 
finishing stretch and to the tape in 
third position, some 300 to 400 yards 
behind Henigan. They carried little 
Joie from the finish, too, but it was 
because he had collapsed after complet- 
ing in gallant fashion the greatest test 
of his career. 

Stepping out of his class on com- 
paratively short notice, Ray, for a de- 
cade the greatest of American milers, 
exceeded the most ‘optimistic expecta- 
tions of his followers by forging to- 
ward the front from the start, remain- 
ing in @ contending position for fully 
twenty miles of the rugged route and 
holding second place until forted to 
vield to Henigan’s superior stamina a 
mile and a half from the finish.

Daytona Beach, Fla., April 19.—(P) 
Three automobile racers will make 
bids for two: world speed titles on the 
noted beach course here tomorrow if 
conditions warrant, it was announced 
tonight with the arrival of Wilbur 
Shaw, of Indianapolis, and Ray Keech, 
of Philadelphia. Frank Lockhart was 
expected during the night.
